Prostrate Gland Gives The 


President Annoyance 
Inopportune Time 


SURGEON IB CALLED 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—President 


Wilson's condition today was not as 
satisfactory as his physicians desired. 
The following bulletin was issued: 


"The president passed a com- 


. fortable night and is feeling well 


this morning. 


"His temperature, pulse and res- 


piration rate are normal. 
The 


condition of the prostate gland Is 
not as satisfactory as yesterday 
and is choking the general im- 
provement of the president. 
(Signed) 
"GRAYSON." 


Possibilities that the president may 


have to undergo an operation were 
apparent this atfernoon, 
when 
Dr. 


Grayson said that he had .called into 
consultation Dr. Hugh Young of Johns 
Hopkins university, Baltimore. 
Dr. 


young is a specialist upon prostate 
glands and has performed an opera- 
tion on Ambassador David Francis for 
an ailment ismilar to that of the presi- 
dent. Dr. Grayson refused 
to .say 


whether any operation would be nec- 
essary until after Dr. Young had made 
a thoro examination of the president. 


The ailment caused by the inflam- 


mation of the prostate gland is not se- 
rious, Dr. Grayson 
stated, 
and 
it 


gives concern chiefly because it in- 
terferes with 
the 
president's rest. 


Complete rest is necessary for the 
recovery of the president 
and 
the 


trouble caused by the inflammation 
interferes seriously with the rest of 
the president.

The inflammation of the prostate 


gland became annoying to the presi- 
dent about midnight last night and 
Dr. Grayson was called in at 3 o'clock 
this morning to mitigate the suffering 
of the patient.

Secretary Of Labor Has Con- 


ference Of Miners And 
Operators Today 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—The gov- 


ernment can not stop the threater,;d 
strike of the coal miners. 


This statement was made today by 


John L. Lewis, acting president of the 
United Mine Workers 
of 
America, 


just before going into a conference 
with Secretary of Labor Wilson and 
representatives of the operators. 


The conference was called by Secre- 


tary Wilson in an effort to prevent 
the strike. 


"It 
is not our move," Lewis said. 


"We have made our demands and we 
have issued a call for a strike. 
It is 


now the other fellow's move." 


"I haven't the least idea, what the 


government, thru the secretary of la- 
bor, 
will pr9pose to us, but, 1 am wil- 


ling to-listen' carefully.'* ! 
f< said that 


the government can step the coal 
strike. 'We say it can't." 


"The war was over when the arm- 


istice was signed and wo are no lon- 
ger under regulation^" Lewis said, 
explaining the attitude of the miners 
towards the contention that they aro 
still under the war contract

"Eleven million tons of coal a wer-k

The 
reason is that electrical workmen 
receive from 90 cents to $3 25 an 
hour, making almost as much in a 
week as some electrical engineers 
make in a month

neering and supervisory positions 
or doing important clerical -noik 
tut to 3om a union? 
We haves 


seen college professors, actors, men 
of other occupations heretofore 
supposed to be widely detached 
from 
unionism,
